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REMARKS 

Claims 1-58 stand rejected in the application. In this response, Applicant has filed a 
terminal disclaimer. Claims 56-58 have been canceled and claim 19 has been amended to correct 
a typographical error. No new matter has been introduced into the application. Applicant 
submits that claims 1 -55 are now in condition for allowance and respectfully requests such 
notification. 

Double Patenting/Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-55 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being in unpatentable over claims 1-36 of U.S. Patent No. 6,656,172. 

The Office Action states that claims 1-55 would be allowable if a terminal disclaimer is 
filed with the response. With the current response, Applicant has filed a terminal disclaimer. In 
addition, Applicant has amended claim 19 to correct a typographical error. In particular, the 
word "on" and been corrected with the word "one" The allowance of claims 1-55 is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 USC §102 

Claims 56-57 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Elsberry, et. 
al t US. Patent No. 5 J 11,316. 

In the current response, Applicant has canceled claims 56-57 rendering the rejection 
moot. Applicant has canceled claims 56-57 to advance prosecution of the remaing claims and 
reserves the right to file claims 56-57 in a continuation application. 

Claims 56-57 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaneko, 
February 2000. 

In the current response, Applicant has canceled claims 56-57 rendering the rejection 
moot. Applicant has canceled claims 56-57 to advance prosecution of the remaing claims and 
reserves the right to file claims 56-57 in a continuation application. 
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Claim Rejections Under 35 USC §103 

Claims 58 is rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being unpatentable over Elsberry, et. al, 
U.S. Patent No. 5,711,316. 

In the current response, Applicant has canceled claim 58 rendering the rejection moot. 
Applicant has canceled claim 58 to advance prosecution of the remaing claims and reserves the 
right to file claim 58 in a continuation application 

Claim Objections 

Claim 56 is objected to because of certain informalities. In particular, the word 
'formations 99 should be changed to the word --formulations—. 

In the current response, Applicant has canceled claim 58 rendering the rejection moot. 
Applicant has canceled claim 58 to advance prosecution of the remaing claims and reserves the 
right to file claim 58 in a continuation application
